WASHINGTON, June 6.—The re­ 
ply to the Japanese protest against 
the exclusion section of the new im­ 
migration law has been virtually 
completed at the state department 
but there are no indications as to 
when it will go forward.

President Coolidge to­ 
day but it was not disclosed what 
plans had been determined upon as 
to making the document public. In 
the usual course it would be made 
public under agreement by the two 
countries when its text had reached 
Tok lo. 
The. reply probably will be hand­ 
ed by Secretary Hughes to Ambas­ 
sador Hanihara to whom the task 
of transmitting ti to his government 
will be entrusted. 
At the same time a copy will be 
cabled to the American embassy at 
Tokio in order that the embassy 
staff may be kept fully in touch 
with every development of the situa­ 
tion.

Shows Many Relics 
Of Early Oklahoma 


(Br the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., June 6. 
—History of the frontier days of 
Oklahoma, with its chapters of suf­ 
ferings and triumphs, is written in 
the scores of relics in the museum 
of the state historical society. 
A medallion, dating back to the 
reign of King Louis 
Philippe 
of 
France, commemorating the remov­ 
al of Napoleon Bonaparte’s body 
from St. Helene to Paris, attracts 
little attention from the hundreds 
of visitors who weekly file, through 
the museum. ;But behind it is a 
story of heroism and tragedy, J. B. 
Thoburn, custodian, believes. 
The medal was plowed up in El­ 
lis county, in western Oklahoma, 
several years ago, on a site of a 
former Comanche Indian camp, and 
a few years ago was presented to 
J the historical society. It ' is 
Tho- 
burn’s belief that it had been giv­ 
en to a Napoleonic veteran who had 
migrated to the new world, probably 
settling in Texas. A party of* Co­ 
manches, swooping down in the set­ 
tlement had annihilated the set­ 
tlers and included the medallion in 
their loot, according to Thoburn’s 
theory. 
On one side of the medal is a 
likeness of Louis Philippe, “King 
of the French,” and on the other 
is Napoleon’s last words “I desire 
that my ashes shall repose on the 
banks of the Seine.”

SCIENTISTS DESCRIBES HOW 
TO GROW BETTER WALNUTS 


BERKELEY. Calif., June 6.— The 
size and quality of walnut crops 
may be increased every year through 
discoveries made by Professor L. D. 
Batchelor, director of the division 
of orchard management of the Uni­ 
versity of California, it is announc­ 
ed by university authorities. 
Professor 
Batchelor 
found 
that 
the walnut increases its size 483 per 
cent in 28 days after the blossoms 
set, while in the 28 days next fol­ 
lowing the increase is but 18 per 
cent. His experiments developed that 
the rapid increase in size and the 
quality of the nuts were guided by 
the early moisture which the trees 
absorbed. He advised that walnut 
groves be kept moist down to a 
depth of at least six feet, this mois­ 
ture to be placed in the ground in 
e a rl/ May to obtain the best results.
